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The legends Hidden In The Santa Catalinas 





ne of the greatest treasures in the world— the Santa 
Catalina Mountains— is hidden in Tucson’s own back 
yard. More than their beauty, these mountains hold deep 
secrets and some amazing mysteries. 





The famous legend of the Iron Door Mine, a forgotten mission and a lost city somewhere 
in the Catalinas, has lured prospectors and treasure hunters for hundreds of years. The 
discoveries of early Spanish placer mining sites, stone ruins, and stories of the mountains 
only fueled speculation about the riches still left behind. Common knowledge among the 
locals eventually gained legendary status. Even more surprising was the abundance in 
gold, silver, and copper etched into the mountains. 


These stories became embedded in Arizona’s early history and were spun into some 
sensational legends and featured in numerous literary and film adventures. 
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How did these legends evolve? Are there buried treasures still to be uncovered? Digging 
though written accounts that haven’t seen the light of day for hundreds of years as well as 
through the dirt in the mountains has revealed some of the secrets about the Santa 
Catalina Mountains, Tucson, and of Arizona that one probably has never heard. 


The folklore about the lost mines and the rich mineral samples collected from the 
mountains prompted many adventure seekers to risk their lives to prospect the hills and 
canyons. As they hunted for lost Spanish treasures, they found gold dripping from the 
Cafiada del Oro— the Canyon of Gold. One obstacle that often stood in the way of those 
aspiring pioneer prospectors was the Apache Indians who guarded the mountains and 
defended them with blood for hundreds of years. 


Once the hostilities were subdued, mining operations sprung up all around the Catalinas. 
Multi-millions of dollars worth of gold, silver and copper were extracted. Investors, 
including William “Buffalo Bill” Cody, committed hundreds of thousands of dollars 
towards massive mining ventures. 


Over the last century thousands of men labored in the mountains, established small 
communities from their campsites, and extracted millions in valuable ore. 


This book is a collection of legends, memoirs, and historical events that present a more 
encompassing story of the hunt for gold— and adventure— in the Santa Catalina 
Mountains. Comprehensive footnotes are provided for research follow up and more 
detailed insight. 


Explore the Santa Catalinas— both their beauty and history. Then, discover how the 
legends may have evolved from history. 


Learn the stories that lured countless prospectors to riches and failures. Many have taken 
their secrets to their graves.

earn the untold legends and history which brought the curious 

to the Santa Catalina Mountains. Each of three sections 

uncovers how the mysteries and history played a role in the 
hunt for treasures and valuable minerals in the mountains. 


The first portion, The Legendary Sites and Ruins in the Santa Catalina Mountains, 
explores several infamous locations that have been connected to the legends of the lost 
city, the lost mission, and lost mine— the Iron Door Mine (or the Escalante Mine). 


The second section, The Legends of the Santa Catalinas, reveals the stories intertwined 
with those locations. These legends are examined within the historical events that 
occurred at the time and how they influenced the hunt for minerals. 


The final section, The Tucson Gold Rush, describes the successes and failures of 
prospecting and mining for gold, silver, copper, and other valuable minerals in the Santa 


Catalina Mountains. Famous Tucson businessmen and lawmen often led the way. 


While many pioneers were involved in homesteading and ranching in the Santa Catalinas, 
those mainly with mining interests in the mountains are featured. 


This is where the legends and the history of the Santa Catalina Mountains begin. 


Treasures of the Santa Catalina Mountains 








This view is along the western slope of the Santa Catalina Mountains as it stretches from the Tucson foothills 
(towards the right side of the photo), follows along the Cafiada del Oro river, and ends at the town of Oracle 
(toward the left). Ancient Indian ruins, petroglyphs, irrigation canals, and evidence of early mining activities 
are found along the river. In the 1880s, the road from Tucson to Oracle and Camp Grant passed through this 
valley. There was never a prehistoric mining community without an agrarian culture to support it. 


he Santa Catalina Mountains are shrouded in history and 

immersed in legends. For thousands of years the mountains 

have been the source of water, food, and other essentials for 
many nomadic groups who lived in the valley and foothills. 


Over the past few hundred years, the mountains were exploited and bled for their mineral 
wealth. The bloodstains of natives, Spanish, Mexican, and American settlers who tried, 
but failed, to extract their riches overshadow those who made fortunes hedging the 
Catalina’s secret lode. 
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SKY Island Holds A Treasure Story 


he Santa Catalina Mountains, north of Tucson, Arizona, have a 

looming and ominous presence. They are an undeniable 

landmark to the north of the city— seen for miles in all 
directions. Their peaceful sentry, however, hides some deep mysteries 
that continue to lure the risk takers. 


The mountain range stretches and shape-shifts across the entire Tucson cityscape. The 
peak, at Mt. Lemmon, reaches 9,157 feet above sea level. ’ A twenty-plus degree 
difference in temperature separates Tucson on the desert floor from the village of 
Summerhaven on top of Mt. Lemmon. Within the Santa Catalina range are several major 
landmarks: the Cafiada del Oro, Ventafia Canyon, the old Indian ruins, Samaniego Ridge 
and Oracle Ridge. 


The Santa Catalina Mountains earn their name as a “sky island” since they jut out in the 
middle of the Sonoran desert. Named by Father Kino in 1697, they are now under the 
protection of the Coronado National Forest, and the Oracle and Catalina State Parks. 


Besides its beauty, the Catalina Mountains are also the source of mystique, lost treasure 
legends and a long documented history of precious metal mining. The history of the 
mountains is also displayed in Indian carvings found on boulders and the ruins near the 
canyon. 


As prospectors, eager to find its riches staked out claims around the mountain range, they 
learned about the tales of the Santa Catalinas. Those stories became part of Arizona’s 
early history. 


Today hikers still find remnants from a long forgotten time— old mining tunnels, 
abandoned equipment, artifacts, arrastras, and stone ruins. Modern prospectors still hunch 
over the winding creeks hoping to pan some gold nuggets or even flakes. 


The whole Catalina mountain range had been engraved with gold, silver, and copper 
mostly embedded in quartz veins. A substantial amount of minerals have already been 
taken from the mountains. Yet, there is still more buried within those rocks. 

The daunting mountains may seem quiet now. But there is a lot of forgotten history, as 
well as many legends, still to uncover.

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Naming The Santa Catalina Mountains 


ather Eusebio Kino named the Santa Catalina Mountains on his 
first journey through Pimeria Alta— now Southern Arizona-— in 
1697.° 


Early Spanish settlers also called the mountains “La Iglesia,” the Spanish word for church 
since the looming mountains looked like a cathedral. ° One of the near visible peaks from 
Tucson is Cathedral Peak, 
resembling church towers. 


When Father Kino first 
circled around the mighty 
range, he discovered 
thousands of natives living 
near its foothills and 
waterways. 


There is a famous legend 
about Kino’s first, and 
subsequent, expeditions 
around the mountains. 
According to this story, 
and historical documents, 
Kino traveled with a 
military group that made 
several trips to investigate 
reports of rich minerals in 
the area. This was the first 
of many legends tied to the 
Catalina Mountains.

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Early Residents Oi The Catalinas 


Tucson is one of the oldest, 
continually inhabited areas in North America. 


he Santa Catalina Mountains have been home to humans for 

thousands of years. Remnants of the lives of some of those pre- 

historic nomads are still left in the canyons. The most obvious 
remains are the ancient ruins found in Catalina State Park, along the 
Cafiada del Oro. 


The history of inhabitation of the Tucson basin spans over ten thousand years. The 
ancient canals, stone structures, and artifacts throughout the Santa Cruz Valley provide 
evidence of Tucson being the longest inhabited “civilization” in North America. |’ 


Deep within the Catalina Mountains, there are also signs of human activity. The area has 
ancient manmade developments, including remains of stone buildings, springs, fences, 
and pipelines. Archaeological surveys dated the petroglyphs that overlook miles of pre- 
historic irrigation canals between four to six thousand years old. '* Archaeological 
research within the Catalinas has been minimal. '” 


Numerous Native American tribes lived in and around the mountain range thousands of 
years before the first Spanish explorers passed through in the 1500s. The Spanish Jesuits 
arrived in the 1680s and later established missions in the valley near the Santa Cruz River 
through late 1700s. 


When they arrived, groups of native Indians were found scattered in small villages 
around the Santa Cruz Valley. Hostile Apaches used the shelter of the Catalina 
Mountains to attack the Spanish settlers. The villages were eventually abandoned and fell 
into ruin. All that is left behind are some ruins, legends, and some long, lost documents.

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Cafiada Del Oro— The Canyon Of Gold

The CDO (as it is nicknamed) is often a 
dry creek bed except for a few weeks 
throughout the year.

When the Cafiada del Oro drains out the Santa Catalina Mountains, it empties into the 
Tucson valley, eventually joining the Santa Cruz River near Tucson and Marana at the I- 
10 Interstate. When it flowed regularly, it was a reliable source of life for both animals 
and humans. Mountain runoff still helps supply drinking water for northwest Tucson 
residents today. ~’ A handful of homes and the sprawling adult-oriented community of 
Saddlebrooke sit along the edge of the mostly dry arroyo. 


Thousands of years before the American, Mexican and Spanish settlers arrived, the 
Cafiada del Oro was home to another group of people who left their mark on the 
mountains.

The Canada del Oro riverbed flows out of the Catalinas past remote spots that have not 
been explored in a long, long time. Gold nuggets and flakes can still be found among the 
rocks and pooling waters. Not far from this spot a number of large boulders marked with 
ancient petroglyph drawings were found.

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Canada Del Oro Petroglyphs 


n the northwest edge of the Santa Catalina Mountains, 
overlooking the Cafiada del Oro, once stood numerous large 
boulders etched with petroglyphs. 


Several hikers along with a seasoned prospector discovered the glyphs as they explored 
the rolling hills in the northwest portion of the Catalinas in 1981. °° Numerous boulders 
with distinct markings were found on a hill overlooking the valley close to the mouth of 
the Cafiada del Oro. 


After the discovery was reported, the Arizona State Museum conducted an archaeological 
survey on the property. It concluded that the glyphs were authentic and might represent 
the Desert Culture people who occupied Southern Arizona from 6,000 to 500 B.C. ~ 


Several archaeologists from the museum inspected over 80 acres of washes, ridges, and 
terraces along the Cafiada del Oro. Three prehistoric sites and two possible historic sites 
were noted. Three prehistoric rock art sites were considered to be “sufficient significance 
to warrant preservation,” and a 200-foot radius buffer zone was recommended around the 
sites to ensure their preservation. ~ 


One spot, a one thousand foot by one hundred foot area, had eight to ten boulders with 
various patterns were packed into a patinated surface. The archaeologists were unable to 
decipher the glyphs. One of the boulders appeared to have a double Omega sign with a 
line through it, another had some type of ancient craft and the other had various animals, 
according to one of the discoverers of the petroglyphs. ~ The site, however, has been 
disturbed, and the boulders no longer remain.

“At the Ventana divide there is a never 
failing stream that flows down to the 
Canada de Oro. This latter canyon opens 
in the Santa Catalina Mountains above 
Pueblo Viejo, and trends around to the 
east and south, heading towards the 
divide at the north base of Mt Lemmon. 
This canyon also has three large forks.” 
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ne of the most spectacular natural wonders of the Santa 

Catalina Mountains is Window Rock, also called La Ventaria— 

a natural formed hole in the boulders that juts out from the 
peak. Besides being a popular hiking destination, this spot has played 
a role in the mountain’s notorious legends. 


Spanish for “the Window,” La Ventaiia was a popular topic of speculation among 
Tucsonans in the 1880s. Is it a natural hole in the rock or a notch? Does it point to the 
legendary lost mine? 


Tucson dairyman C.G. Jones took a trip to La Ventafia in 1882. He said the granite 
abruptly rose to a height of thirty feet and the hole is about ten feet in diameter. On one 
side he could see the entire Tucson valley. When he peered through the north side, he 
viewed a deeply wooded canyon. A year later, two local hikers tried to find the Window 
Mountain. They said they saw an elbow projection of granite that was supposed to be the 
long, lost hole, but they could not reach it. *

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Mitchell, one of the perpetuators of the Iron Door Mine legend in the 1930s, claimed the 
lost mine is located one league northwest of the ventayia. “On a clear day, the miners, 
when standing at the mouth of the tunnel, could see the light shining through the Ventana 
near the summit of the mountain in a southerly direction from where they stood.” “* One 
league is equal to about three miles. A league could be covered in about an hour walk. 


Oracle hotel owner and partner of William “Buffalo Bill” Cody, William Neal, told a 
newspaper reporter in the early 1900s that the earthquake of 1887 might have further 
eroded any resemblance of a hole and buried any visible tunnels. Before the quake, Neal 
said they were able to “cut through the Cafiada del Oro to Tucson right through where the 
hole in the mountain— what they call “The Window” is now. The earthquake tumbled all 
that in.” * 


Neal believed the fabled lost mine did exist, and, if one gets to the point to look through 
“The Window” they were able “see the San Xavier Mission nine miles to the south that 
the mine lies exactly in that line.” Cody, who had mining interests in the Santa Catalina 
Mountains in the early 1900s, reportedly searched for the lost mine with Neal numerous 
times. **

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1880: An Old Stone Building 


he most famous story about the Iron Door Mine, published in 

early 1880, told about ruins that were discovered by two 

prospectors deep within the Santa Catarina Mountains, as they 
were called at the time. 


“We came upon a stone building (granite or marble) that was in fair state 
of preservation excepting for the roof, which had fallen in; the structure 
was something after the style of the old Cocospari church in Sonora, and 
we decided that this must have been the place of worship of the people of 
this once populous city.” ° 


These ruins were part of the hunt for the fabled Nueva Mia Ciudad, the Nine Mile City, 
located somewhere in the midst of the Catarinas. The story was familiar and “probably all 
of the old Arizonans in the vicinity have heard the tradition of the Santa Catarinas.” 


The two prospectors were equipped with a map to the legendary mine with the iron door 
given to them by one of the grandchildren of a miner who once lived in the ancient city. 


After descending down the Cafiada del Oro, they found ruins “two miles in width” before 
they came upon the old church structure. They also brought back “100 pounds of pure 
gold in nuggets” as proof of their success. 


U.S. Mineral Surveyor Solomon Allis, who may have been the correspondent who wrote 
the newspaper story about the two prospectors, also mentioned seeing “old ruins on the 
southern summits” of the Catalinas two months before the prospectors discovery. °°

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1883: The Story Of The “Stone Church” 


ucson Judge Charles H. Meyer related an obscure story of an 
Indian tribe and lost ruins near La Ventafia in an 1883 Tucson 
newspaper article about the “Stone Church.” 


The respected local judge told a reporter about a roaming group of Indians who were 
constantly chased by the Apaches from the San Pedro River into the Santa Catalina 
Mountains through the Cafiada del Oro and back into the Catalina Mountains somewhere 
near Ventafia Canyon and Finger Rock Mountain, on the south side of the Santa Catalina 
Mountains. There, they built a polished granite stone church with a stone mosaic floor. 


“The Judge is very fond of relating stories he has heard from the old 
people of Tucson, and among others is that of the old stone church. The 
story goes that many years ago about the time the Pilgrims landed on the 
rock, there was a thriving Mexican village on the San Pedro. There was 
wood from the Santa Catalina Mountains and water from the river. The 
valley’s fertile soil produced all the corn and beans they could use. 
Abundance of mescal grew on the hills. The ledges were rich in minerals. 
The colony was prosperous and accordingly it was happy. On a fatal day 
the Apaches made a raid, and massacred a majority of the people. A 
remnant escaped and came through a long, deep natural cut that goes 
through the Santa Catalina Mountains and comes out on the western side 
of the mountains, some twenty four miles north of Tucson.” "| 


Near that location at the north edge of the Cafiada del Oro, they established a village and 
again prospered. There was plenty of water and grass. They worked the mines nearby, as 
the remains of the old furnaces and the abundance of slag testify, according to Meyer’s 
account. Again, the Apaches descended upon them. Nothing remains of their work but a 
head of ruins called Pueblo Viejo, the story relates. 


“A few escaped out of this second massacre and inhabited the 
mountaintops between the Finger Mountain and La Ventajia. They built a 
large stone church out of the granite of those mighty hills. The blocks were 
hewn and polished by their patient toil. The floor was laid in mosaic, and 
it was honored with an arched roof. Here they worshiped God according

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to the dictates of their own consciences. What became of them is unknown. 
They were probably all killed by a third massacre committed by their 
inveterate foes, the Apaches, which had followed them from the San Pedro 
to Pueblo Viejo. ” 


The Apaches may have eventually died out from smallpox. This newspaper article 
appeared a few years after an 1880 account of two prospectors who said they discovered 
old stone ruins deep in the Santa Catalina Mountains during their hunt for the legendary 
Iron Door Mine and Nine Mile City. 


There is evidence of natives living along the San Pedro River to the east of the Santa 
Catalina Mountains and at the Cafiada del Oro River on the west side. But this story 
related by Meyer suggests at one time Indians also occupied land on the south side of the 
Catalina Mountains near Ventafia Canyon— in the Tucson northern foothills. 


The story also mentioned a local Mexican, named Geronimo, who discovered the old 
stone church while hunting cattle and riding down a canyon between the Finger Mountain 
and La Ventafia. Some local people knew about the old stone church. He told the local 
priests and the “matter was referred to Bishop Salpointe just before he left for Rome, and 
he would attend to it on his return.” 


There are placer diggings near this church, which were worked by these 
San Pedro Mexicans.” In the beginning of the present century a lot of 
Apaches broke away from their tribe and settled near the church. They 
had a few cattle, and worked the placers. They evinced a desire to be 
civilized. The smallpox swept them away in 1861. Two of these Indians, 
Colorado and Charco Carbon, were well known in Tucson. ™ 


Judge Meyer said he often saw the gold and silver these Indians brought in for barter. His 
story was never followed up and became buried in time. ” There is no record found of 
Bishop Salpointe’s follow up.

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Ruins At Catalina State Park

n the west side of the Santa Catalina Mountains, along the 

Cafiada del Oro creek, there is evidence of early Indian, 

Mexican and possibly colonial Spanish occupation. Numerous 
stone foundations are scattered on top of a mesa at the foot of the 
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mountains. 


Catalina State Park is located on State Highway 
77 (Oracle Road) at mile marker 81, just nine 
miles north of Tucson and six miles north of Ina 
Road. 


These ruins have been excavated and artifacts 
from numerous civilizations— as early as 
450AD- have been uncovered. 


Archaeological work on the site in the 1980s 
suggests there were several other periods of 
occupancy: early Hohokam, based on the pottery 
found (1450-1692 AD); early Spanish 
occupancy (1692-1821); and the more modern

Ellsworth Huntington, a geographer who visited many sites around Tucson and wrote 
about the Romero Ruin in 1910, was at first a strong advocate of a Spanish influence on 
the structure. Later he suggested that some of the ruins might be much older. *° 


“The ruins of middle age are those of a Spanish Mission of unknown date. 
Records of it, however, are found in Mexico. According to the common 
(but scarcely credible) story, gold ore was crushed here in large 
quantities, being brought from the mountains. This is possible for there is 
some ore in these mountains. The small hollow which I took at first for a 
little reservoir, may possibly be an arrastra, or Spanish mill for crushing 
ore by turning a big stone like an olive press and catching the gold in 
mercury filling the cracks. Of course there is a story of treasure buried by 
the priest when the place was abandoned. One surmises that the mission 
must be old, and that it was abandoned when the Apaches came into the 
country.” *' 


Traces of this old stone-built city could be the ruins of a Hohokam village from 500- 
1450AD, suggested historian Captain Donald Page in the 1920s. Other stones that were 
laid in mud mortar may be part of an early Spanish type of stone wall in the 1700 or 
1800s, Page said. The ruins may represent four phases of culture with round stone pit 
houses, a rectangular pit house, a single and multi room houses, and a multi-room adobe 
walled communal building. ** 


There may have been some Spanish occupation at this site, based on one of the 
architectural styles of a portion of the ruins before they crumbled. *’ The ruins might be

damaged the structure and dug up the floor. Any valuable relics have been taken. 
According to Page, the site was “located close to an early Spanish mining camp that lies 
on a mesa in a nearly inaccessible part of the mountains” and a “group of mysterious 
ruins lie on a small mesa east of the lower end of the canyon (Cafiada del Oro) may be a 
link to the lost mine.” Page called it Ciudad Nuevo Millas,” located “9 miles from 
Tucson.” ” 


There are signs of Mexican construction with paved foundations and floors. In the mid 
1800s, Mexican rancher Francisco Romero built his home on top of some of the ruins of 
the old Hohokam Indian village. The site is now named after him— the Romero Ruin. 


The ruins were well known to early Tucson residents many years before Romero moved 
there. Tucson pioneer Sam Hughes said he first saw the ruins in 1858. Dr. Robert Forbes 
took some of the earliest photographs of the ruins around 1910. ”’ Bishop Salpointe 
claimed they were the ruins of the Mission of Ciru, according to Page. ”* 


An 1880 Territory of Arizona map marks the “Ruins of an old Pueblo” at the spot of the 
Romero Ruin, just east of the “Gold Cafion Creek.” ”° 


These ruins are now protected as part of the Catalina State Park, a popular public 
recreation site. A trail in the Santa Catalina State Park, called the Romero Ruin 
Interpretive Trail, passes through the ruins. This trail is open to the public. Since this site 
is on state land, further excavation is not possible at this time.

With Historical Anachronisms

he connection between the Lost City, the Lost Mine, and the 

Lost Mission is intertwined with folklore and history. 

Somewhere within those giant mountains of the Santa Catalina 
Mountains great treasures once were— and may be still— hidden. 
History gives some clues about their existence. 


Several Arizona pioneers '~’ who wrote about the new Territory and its mineral riches in 
the mid-1850s perpetuated the stories about the abundance of gold, silver, and the old 
mines once operated by the Spaniards. Their repeated stories became ingrained in the 
imaginations and the historic record of the newly acquired land. Unfortunately, events 
that were never recorded until after the Americans arrived had clouded the historic 
records. On careful examination, those stories— collectively, the legends of the Santa 
Catalinas— were spawned from actual events. But the dates didn’t always match the 
events. Historical anachronisms ‘*' discredited any grains of truth. 


There are two major stories in the hunt for gold in the Santa Catalinas. One story is about 
the buried treasures supposedly hidden during early Spanish mining activities. The other 
treasure is about the naturally occurring gold actually embedded in the mountains. Both 
served as a reason for ambitious people to spend their lives, with and without success, 
digging around the mineralized deposits. 


How did the legends become tangled into these historical anachronisms? Historians.

“The reports of the immense mineral wealth of the new country, made by 
the Jesuits, induced a rapid settlement. They are laid down on the map 
before me, more than forty towns and villages. Many of these were of 
considerable size. There were a few north of the Gila, and several on the 
lower Gila, near the Colorado. The Santa Cruz and its tributary valleys 
teemed with an agricultural and mining population. Thousands of 
enterprising Spaniards cultivated the rich valley of San Pedro, and 
scattered settlements flourished at every suitable stream and spring at the

ery little was known about the new Territory of Arizona 

during the mid-1850s. Virtually, all of the early information 

about the Spanish mines is based on reports of the new 
acquisition with the Gadsden Purchase. At the time, this account was 
considered to be the authoritative history of Arizona. 


Sylvester Mowry |” was a U.S. Delegate Elect to the Congress for the proposed Territory 
of Arizona. He related the above story in 1857, and it was published over and over again 

for decades. Mowry’s major source of Arizona’s early history was a century-old Spanish 
map, drawn by some Jesuit missionaries in 1757, and some accompanying notes. He said 
he obtained his information from “official data.” 


This was just after the 1854 Gadsden Purchase added Southern Arizona and southwestern 
New Mexico to the United States’ holdings. The vast wilderness was virtually unexplored 
by Americans and they were eager to learn about the new land, especially when it was 
filled with intrigue and mystery.

everal legends are merged into the folklore about the Santa 

Catalina Mountains. The basic storylines have usually been the 

same and, over time, became woven into a single legend that 
early Americans heard from local residents. '*' Stories of secret 
Spanish mining operations and legends of a lost civilization spurred 
the imagination. 


We are left with common folklore, crumbling facades, and some documentation. 


According to the saga that most people knew in the mid-1800s, the Spaniards prospected 
lucrative gold mines after Father Eusebio Francisco Kino pioneered the New World and

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established new missions— like the San Xavier del Bac, located south of Tucson, Arizona. 
This version of the adventure turns local. 


Sometime during this period, oral legends assert, a small community and church were 
built in the Santa Catalina Mountains. The Spanish conquistadores forced the local 
natives into slavery to mine the gold from the Catalina Mountains. The details vary with 
the different versions. The common theme was that the local natives worked the Spanish 
mines, under the direction of the Jesuits, and then later the Franciscans. But, history 
points its finger at another group who had more control over the population— the Spanish 
military. 


Other variations of the legend say the mines were probably operated under the 
supervision of the Spanish military. They mined for gold, silver and copper until either 
1751 when the Pima Indians revolted, and/or in 1767 when the Jesuit missionaries were 
expelled and left behind their riches. Some accounts claim the mines were also worked 
until the Franciscans were expelled in 1827. 


The location of this mine and the mission has not been established. There are plenty of 
theories. The one detail the storytellers agree on— if a lost city, mission, and mine 
existed— its remains were somewhere in the Santa Catalina Mountains. 


The evolution of the legends, however, developed from some historical facts. Scant 
evidence and documentation is overshadowed by decades of storytelling. The Iron Door 
Mine, which became the theme of a popular book and several movies in the 1920-2000s, 
further perpetuated the legend. 


While these legends may be rooted in some truth, a lot of confusion has distorted the true 
events. There must have been some reason for the start of the rumors. 


To envision the entire story, step back a few hundred years when the early Europeans 
explored the New World and came upon the Canyon of Gold. 
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1702: Rich Mines Near San Xavier 


hile the missionaries may not have been directly involved 
in the mining operations, the legends always connected the 
early Spanish mines with the local missions. 


Since the Jesuits were forbidden by their Order to do any mining anywhere in New Spain, 
they may have only preached to the natives with some supervisory roles. As the only 
educated people in the region, they may have taught the Indians how to mine. ~* 


Father Kino was aware of great riches being mined in the area. Kino was very impressed 
with the new land and its potential mineral wealth. He mentioned it several times in his 
journals. In his diary on April 30, 1702, he wrote about mines near his San Xavier 
mission: 


“. certain news of the treasure and rich mines which have just been 
discovered near here at Quisuani, Aygame, San Cosmé, etc., and very 
near to the new conversion or mission of San Francisco Xavier of the 
Pimas Cocomacaque of Pimeria Baxa.”

In one entry, he talked about the closeness of the mines to the missions: 


“In these new nations and new lands there are many good veins and 
mineral lands bearing gold and silver; and in the neighborhood and even 
in sight of these new missions and new conversions some very good 
mining camps of very rich silver ore are now being established.”

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The Lost Escalante Man 


his new interpretation of the folklore brought another element 

to the lost Spanish mine legend. Now, the name ‘Escalante’ is 

injected into the legend. ~’’ While the name may have been 
associated with the mine earlier, it wasn’t until it made print that it 
became common knowledge. 


Mitchell said it was “Padre Escalante who first worked the mine.” This padre was an 
assistant to Padre Kino, asserts Mitchell. He would travel throughout the Pimeria Alta to 
“investigate the mines and collect the church’s share of the gold and silver.” ~” 


Mitchell credits Calistro, an old Opata Indian who lived near the Tumacacori ruins, for 
the old mine stories. The Indian said his grandfather knew many stories about rich 
Spanish mines in the Catalinas. One evening he sat down near a pool of water by the 
Cafiada del Oro, and his grandfather “pointed up to the Santa Catalina Mountain and said 
the Escalante gold mine is located in that mountain.” ~*’ 


This was the second time a name was given to the person who supposedly managed this 
clandestine mine. 


The first mention of Escalante and the mine was published several months before 
Mitchell’s book. In the December 1932 news article, C.W. McKee described the 
“fabulous Escalante Mine, more popularly known as the Iron Door...” **' But it was 
Mitchell’s version of the legend, and implication of Escalante, that became the template 
for all successive interpretations of the lost mine legend.

he legend of the lost mission is another one of the mysteries 
hidden in the backdrop of the lost mine legends. This mission 
has a lot of history and legend of its own. 


While some ruins and early mining activities are found in the Santa Catalina Mountains, 
proving this mission’s existence is more elusive. However, numerous records from the 
1700s document its existence. 


A Jesuit mission in the Santa Catalinas is one of the main threads in the legends of the 
Catalinas. 


The Lost Mission of the Santa Catalinas legend is rooted in some truth. Historically there 
was a missionary outpost named Santa Catalina (or Santa Catarina). ~* It existed for 
nearly seventy years and then disappeared. 


During his first expedition in 1697 into the northern reaches of Pimeria Alta, Father Kino 
named one Indian village as Santa Catalina del Cuytoabagum. **’

iscoveries of old, abandoned mines scattered around the Santa 
Catalinas became more frequent as American scoured the 
nearby mountains in the 1800s. 


The legends of lost Spanish mines in Southern Arizona were well known at the time. 
According to local Mexican residents, Spanish colonists with forced Indian labor worked 
the mines. They were abandoned when they were attacked by Apaches or after the 
expulsion of the religious groups in charge of the New World. 


In the 1870s the U.S. military advancement by General Crook into the “Land of the 
Apaches” made it safer for prospectors to explore the many tunnels and ruins. That 
allowed Mr. Breyfogle, a seasoned prospector, to search fruitlessly for the “lost mine” the 
southern portion of Arizona in 1871.” *” As early as 1875, Isaac Goldberg, one of those 
treasure hunters and a prominent Tucson businessman, reported finding an old mine and 
some ruins in the Catalina Mountains. *”’ 


In 1880 one lost mine in the Catalinas was given a name after two prospectors claimed to 
have found an old tunnel with an iron door. Since then the Iron Door Mine has become 
linked with the legend of lost mines and become the prize booty. It wasn’t until the early 
1930s when it got personal. The Escalante name became synonymous with the Iron Door 
Mine- the Lost Escalante Mine. Both terms could have been used much earlier than when 
reported in the newspapers, but it gave a name to one elusive treasure hunt.

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brought attention to the legend, although it was more about love and less about the 
treasure and its legend. Yet Wright did subtly reveal some of the Catalina’s secrets. 


The old Spanish mines were reportedly sealed with large doors, made of iron or wood, 
according custom. *” 


The Spaniards may have actually used a re-enforced wooden door, a “strong door.” 


When the white man arrived in the new Territory, the name became corrupted to the 
“Tron Door,” according to one prospector who explored the Catalinas in the 1930s 
searching for the legendary lost Spanish mines. The legends are similar; they didn’t leave 
behind records of their tunnels when they left, so it is anybody’s guess. 


The abundance of timber in the Catalinas provided the means to build a sturdy wooden 
door, but a tremendous amount of minerals would have had to be mined and smelted to 
make a door of solid iron. Perhaps the wooden door was just reinforced with iron or lead 
bars. 


From the 1880s on, numerous prospectors— including prominent Tucson businessmen and 
lawmen-— claimed to have found an iron door, or remnants of one, which sealed off a 
remote abandoned mine. Some reportedly found treasures inside or quartz veins still 
streaked with precious minerals like gold and silver. Occasionally, local newspaper 
reporters verified samples brought from the mountains. 


This section follows the discoveries reported by early Tucson pioneers as they explored 
different parts of the Catalinas in pursuit of the local legend of the Iron Door Mine. Those 
expeditions led the way for an industry that extracted millions of dollars of wealth from 
the Catalinas. 


The iron door image, however, still makes a nice story.

he original Mine with the Iron Door film, based on Harold Bell 

Wright’s book of the same name, was released in 1924 as a 

silent film. The theme was recreated in several other full-length 
motion pictures. 


Wright’s novel, THE MINE WITH THE IRON Door, was published in 1923. The next year 
THE MINE WITH THE IRON DOOR was the first Western movie that was filmed in 
Southern Arizona. The film was shot on location at the local Linda Vista Ranch, Oracle 
at the entrance to the Canyon of Gold— the Cafiada del Oro. The movie was directed by 
Sam Wood and starred Dorothy MacKail with Pat O’ Malley, Raymond Hatton, Charles 
Murray, and Bob Fraser. >” 


The original THE MINE WITH THE IRON DOOR premiered in 1924 at the Rialto Theatre in 
Downtown Tucson. A print was rediscovered ninty years later and presented in the same 
theatre during an October 2010 screening. >” 


In 1936, the film of THE MINE WITH THE IRON Door was re-shot in Hollywood but in 
this version the search is for the buried treasure of San Capello. Richard Arlen played the 
lead role of Bob Harvey, and David Howard directed this movie. ~” 


In 1956, The Secret of Treasure Mountain ~"” was pieced together from parts of the 1949 
film Lust for Gold. The hunt for a Spanish treasure and an Apache curse kept Valerie 
French and Raymond Burr on their defenses. ~*!

he search for gold in the Santa Catalina Mountains, north of 

Tucson, has generated stories of hidden riches embedded in the 

mountains, early Spanish mines, a lost city, and a lost mission 
possibly near the Canyon of Gold. 


As time passed, the 
whereabouts of the 
Spanish mining 
operations faded 
from memory, 
except through the 
few who heard the 
stories from their 
parents and 
grandparents. 


Then, came the 
Tucson Gold Rush in 
the 1870s and 
everything changed.

“Thar's gold in them thar hills.” ° 


ne hundred years after the Spanish conquerors left, much of 

their presence became lost in history. A few lingering legends 

and newspaper articles kept the story alive. Those stories of 
gold in the Santa Catalina Mountains brought new frontiersmen to the 
dusty streets of Tucson. 


Some of the pioneers who visited Tucson in the 1850s remarked that the Santa Cruz 
River was a laguna “covered with rushes and cat tails.” °'’ At the time, the San Xavier 
del Bac mission was a ruin. °° 


As prospectors began to scour the Santa Catalinas in the 1870s for minerals, they also 
went looking for the legendary lost mine. They heard the stories back home and from old 
time local residents who repeated the traditions their elders told them.

major 7.2 magnitude earthquake rattled Mexico in 1887. It 

caused damage to buildings in Tucson, kicked up dust in the 

Santa Catalinas, and was felt for hundreds of miles— all the 
way up to Phoenix. 


The Sonora, Mexico, Earthquake of May 3, 1887, was centered in Sonora, Mexico, about 
40 miles east of Douglas, Arizona, by the international border. *” 


Tucson residents reported seeing large clouds of dust rising from the Catalina Mountains, 
probably as huge boulders rolled down the canyon walls into the valley. The earthquake 
may have also damaged the famous Castle Rock where “the old ‘castle’ and a portion of 
the familiar appearing landmark disappeared.” **° 


On a trip into the mountains after the earthquake, several prospecting groups went to 
locate claims where the “whole side of the mountain slide down” and exposed two large 
veins of gold. **' 


Rancher and Oracle hotel owner William Neal believed that the earthquake buried the 
fabled Iron Door Mine and “tumbled” the hole in the mountain called The Window. The 
mine is “buried under all that rock,” he said. °°

As more residents settled in Oracle, extensive 
mining operations were set up around the 
growing town to further explore and exploit 
the veins of minerals running through the 
mountains.

One of the Oracle deposits 
developed into the mining town of San Manuel. The San Manuel copper mine, northeast 
of Oracle, became the largest, underground producing copper and gold mine in the state.

Like most small towns Oracle has had its own history and legends. Oracle was built for 
the miners who worked nearby during the late 1870s. New mineral discoveries brought 
many enterprising miners to the hills tucked into the northern edge of the Santa Catalina 
Mountains.

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Peppersauce Canyon— A Spicy Mystery 


eppersauce Canyon is a popular public camping and hiking spot 

tucked away in the northern Santa Catalina Mountains, behind 

Oracle and the Old Hat Mining District. The canyon is known 
more for its name and beauty than as a site for mineral deposits. 


The canyon was a comfortable retreat for the laborers from the nearby mines. There were 
several variations how Peppersauce Canyon acquired its name. According to one story in 
the 1880s, prospector Alex McKay stopped there for lunch and left behind his pepper 
sauce bottle. His friends reminded him about it, and he went back to retrieve it. His 
friends teased him by naming the canyon after the incident. ”*' 


In another story, McKay secretly stored his cache in the canyon nearby the mining 
camps. One day he discovered his prized bottle of hot sauce missing and he spent days 
searching for it in the canyon. The thief was never caught, but his friends perpetuated the 
name to remind him of his loss.” **’ *** That bottle might still be out there. 


During the 1930s local prospector and pioneer cowboy Buster Bailey, with his brother-in- 
law and several others, worked with a gold mill in the Peppersauce Canyon. When he 
was eighteen or nineteen years old, he hauled ore from the Southern Belle Mine to the 
mill in the Peppersauce Canyon. He spent hours feeding ore into a small crusher. It paid 
off, he said, but they eventually shut it down. Bailey said that “lots of gold (was) taken 
from this mining property. The old boys that did that work sure knew what they were 
doing.” He remembered seeing an old money safe with its door blown off in the canyon 
not far from the Southern Belle mine.

In 1869, Cody met “Ned Buntline” an alias for Edward Zane Carroll Judson. From William Frederick 
Cody — Kansaspedia, Kansas Historical Society.

Another draw for Cody was the Santa Catalina Mountains and its mineral prospects. 
Cody was a friend of William Neal, an Oracle entrepreneur. They had known each other 
since the 1860s battle of Summit Springs ‘"”' in Colorado. Neal was also a former 
military scout and was Cody’s good friend. 


J.L. Clark and Fritz Ewe originally staked an independent-lode mining claim in the Old 
Hat Mining District on January 29, 1887. President Benjamin Harrison granted patent 
land rights to J.L. Clark and Fritz Ewe January 10, 1891. ''°° The land later became part 
of the Campo Bonito claims. Cody wrote about his new venture in a letter to friend 
George T. Beck on May 4, 1902: “The gold mine is a winner I guess beyond a doubt its 
being kept quiet just now as we want some property adjoining it and a water right from a 
stream nearby. We are getting out ore and the vein provides a true fissure.” ''”” 


Cody was encouraged by the gold samples produced by his partner, L.W. Getchell. A 
year later Cody wrote to his sister Julia on March 13, 1903, that the “long-sought vein of 
ore had been struck after seven months of night-and-day drilling, and predicted that the 
mine would begin to pay off within four months. As soon as the roads were passable, 
wagons would haul ore and their own mill would be built during the summer.” ''”' This 
may have been in reference to the three searches for the Iron Door Mine made by 
William Neal and Cody. |'° ''°°

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1911: Cody’s Mines Supply Tungsten For Edison 


hen inventor Thomas Edison needed tungsten to make his 
light bulbs, he turned to William Cody and the Cody-Dyer 
Mine in Oracle, Arizona, for the precious metal. 


By February 1911, after three years of operation, the Cody-Dyer mines had a five-stamp 
Merrill’s Mill operating on scheelite ore and turning out high-grade tungsten 
concentrates. 


By November besides Colorado, Tucson was considered one of the major shipping points 
for tungsten. A carload of tungsten ore was taken from the Cody-Dyer Mining & Milling 
Co., shipped to Hamburg, Germany, to be used “in commerce and the arts.” ''”° 


“As every man in it is already a millionaire in his own right, with an 
abundance of producing investments, and both the gold and tungsten 
properties have been developed to a surety and the owners are disposed to 
push development to the limit, there is little doubt as to that development.” 
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To accommodate the processing of the tungsten and gold ores, two forty ton mills were 
installed with another 100-ton mill planned at an expense of nearly $100,000. 


Thomas Edison and Cody were friends, when Edison’s company needed the tungsten ore 
to fuel his new inventions, he purchased it from Campo Bonito. ''** 


A few years earlier Edison had discovered the X-ray by “his application of a form of 
tungsten— Tungstate of calcium-— and made it possible to look into a man’s body and at 
his bones.” Edison also created the tungsten lamp. |!”

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Cody was hopeful that after closing a contract with Edison, he, Edison, would build an 
“electrical reduction works” and purchase the entire output of the property. |" That 
never materialized. 


Cody again visited his mines in the Catalinas the following February, 1912, along with 
L.W. Getchell ''*' when the territory of Arizona was finally admitted into the United 
States. 


There was a rumor that Cody was interested in a Senatorship from Arizona when it 
became admitted as a State in February, 1912, but there was concern that Cody, with his 
rough style of dress and longhair, would not fit into the decorum of Washington, D.C. |” 
That rumor also never materialized. 


The Cody-Dyer mine was steadily producing scheelite ore in thirty-six locations in 1912. 
At the time the nearby gold producing Southern Belle Mine was under bond to Capt. John 


Burgess. 


But the prosperous venture had some hidden issues unknown to Cody at the time.

he Southern Belle ''”° mine is one of the most well known gold 
mines in the Santa Catalina Mountains. It was also one of the 
holdings of “Buffalo Bill” Cody that returned a profit. 


By the time Cody got involved, the Southern Belle had been a profitable gold producing 
mine. 


“The gold is generally fine and free, any pyrites which formerly existed having been fully 
oxidized. The quartz is reported to be richer in gold where there is no galena.” ''”' The 
report further stated “there are an estimated 85,200 straight tons of indicated resources of 
auriferous vein material along the full strike length.” ''”’ It suggested, however, that was 
not economically viable to leach out the remaining gold. That was when the mid-1994 
price of gold was $387 an ounce. 


The Southern Belle has been idle for decades and remained on private property. But its 
illustrious career as a major gold producing mine has endured in Arizona history.

Those ominous mountains have 
been a constant backdrop my 
entire life. I have always been 
allured by their beauty and 
remoteness. 


Although I’ve explored the 
Santa Catalina Mountains for eee 
many decades and hiked the back trails, I wasn’t aware of the extensive history and 
legends connected with these imposing mountains. 





I’ve seen the Romero Ruin site many times, followed many of the pioneer trails, explored 
many abandoned tunnels, rode horses through Campo Bonito as a kid while staying at the 
YMCA Triangle Y Ranch, and, like most Tucsonans, spent many, many hours staring at 

the Catalina’s peaks outside my back door. I didn’t think much about what went on there. 


After learning more about many obscure legends and stories of the Catalinas from 
Tucson’s last prospector, William “Flint” Carter, I listened with the same doubt as many 
others over the millennium that considered the legends a fairy tale. I decided to explore 
the legends and the claims. Just as a prospector would dig through the dirt to get to the

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bedrock, I dug through thousands of pages of documents to uncover the real story of what 
happened in those now stoic mountains. Years later, this edition emerged. There are still 
many loose ends and much more speculation to confirm or dispel. 


But, I was able to discover more than the story behind the legends. It became clearer how 
history— historians and treasure hunters— revealed, and distorted, the mountains’ secrets. I 
also collected a few nice rocks along the way. 


There are still more riches to be discovered about the Santa Catalina Mountains. Buried 
behind centuries of dirt, and stuffed away in some forgotten storage box, those treasures 
will eventually be revealed. 

Anyone with any other information not included in this survey of history and legends, 
should contact the author. There are still more files, manuscripts, records and dirt to dig 


through.
